As per claims 1, 17, 18, 683' teaches translating a data file of the electronic 
document into a translated data file for the electronic document, including identifying a print format of the electronic document, see pg 2, 
2 nd paragraph; displaying the electronic document on the display of the mobile computing device (within the 683 ebook and other mobile 
computing devices are mentioned, see pg 10, 2 nd paragraph), including converting the translated data file for the electronic document 
into display instructions in accordance with the print format, see pg 3, Summary of Invention, 2 nd paragraph; pg 8, last paragraph; pg 9; 
pg 10, first and second paragraph. 

As such the affidavit filed on 2/15/2005-to overcome the McCurdy reference is ineffective because the provisional application 683' 
discloses the teachings of non-provisional application 2002/0035697, further, the applicant have failed to show due deligence between 
6/8/2000 thru 5/15/2000. 
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
